Henry Clay was once a distinguished cititen of Ken- 
tucky, well known, indeed, to the whole country. 

After bis deatli his fellow citizens, believing his public 
career to be worthy of emulation, erected a monument to 
his memory. Si.nie time ago it was partially destroyed 
"by lightning, and the late lamented Legislature was asked 
to appropriate $6,000 for it* restoration. The tuggeetion 
was received with no faviir. and the bill failed. 

Zachary Taylor, born in Keutucky, was a distinguished 
soldier and once Preaident of the United States. He is 
buried in a family burying Rround near Louisville. 
Twenty years ago bis neglected grave was marked by a 
moDDment which now needs repairs. The Legislatore 
passed a bill appropriating $400 to repair the monument 
and $100 annually to caie for the grave. 

That measure was on the Governor's table when the 
Legislature adjourned, and, last week, the Governor re- 
fused to sign it because he did not believe it to be a just 
charge on the Treasury. 

Mr. Goel'el, the authorof the Goebcl nil), and a defeated 
candidate for Governor, was basely assassinated at Frank- 
fort. His admirers raised 116,000 to mark his grave in 
the Frankfort Cemetery. 

The recent Legislature determined further to honor 
Mr. Goebel, and appropriated $20,000 to erect a second 
monument in the Statebouse yard. This bill the Gov- 
ernor signed, and the state that refuses to pay any regard 
to the memory of Henry Clay or to the memory of Zach- 
ary Taylor would perpetuate forever the nameof the author 
of the Goebel election law. "Sic transit gloria mundi."
